COLLECTIONS 
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INTRODUCTORY NOTE. 


In issuing the seventh volume in the new series of ArT 
Prices CuRRENT, the compiler, notwithstanding the 
exceptionally heavy season, is pleased to be able to place 
before subscribers a record of the art sales of London in so 
far as they relate to pictures, drawings, miniatures, and 
engravings for the season commencing October, 1927, and 
ending in August, this year, representing 12,453 items (as 
compared with 10,832 recorded during the previous year), 
within a period of three months from last sale. 


Several important sales were held during the period under 
review. On May 17th and 18th, Messrs. Christie, Manson 
and Woods dispersed the final portion of the collection of 
Old Masters belonging to the late Sir George Lindsay 
Holford (Nos. 7573-7726), realizing £416,426 odd. On 
June 8th pictures belonging to Mrs. Leverton Harris, the 
Earl of Morton and others (Nos. 8629-8747) were sold 
for £107,207 lls. 6d., and on June 15th pictures the 
property of Sir John Foley Grey (Nos. 8938-9057) realized 
£42,116 lls. Od. 


As in previous volumes, the general arrangement is the 
same as that adopted in Bryan’s “‘ Dictionary of Painters.’’ 
Every artist and engraver using a surname is placed under 
that surname, cross references being given from assumed 
names or sobriquets. Compound names are entered under 
the first, with a cross reference from the second. When 
the prefix to aname is an article it remains annexed, because 
it is an integral part of the name; but when it is a pre- 
position it is not united, as it merely indicates the place of 
origin or birth of the artist, or a territorial or seigneurial 
name. 


Thus the French Le and La, and the equivalent Dutch 
or Flemish De are retained; while the French De, the 
Italian da and: di, the German von, and the Dutch or 
Flemish van are rejected. When the prefix is an article 
joined to or preceded by a preposition, as in the French du. 
de la, and des, the Italian del, della, degli, dai, dagh, and. 
dalle, the Spanish del, and de la, and the Dutch Van der,. 
Van de, Van den, and ver, a contraction of van der, it 
cannot be separated from the proper name, because the 
particles together represent the genitive case of the 
article.
